There is a mighty contrast between 
Joseph in the pit at Dothan and Jos- 
eph as prin minister of Egypt. 

1, Joseph Made Prime Minister of 
Egypt (v. 38-44), 

1. The Occasion (v. 14:32), 

It is the interpretation of Phara- 
oh’s dreams. In his dreams Pharaoh 
saw seven fat kine coming out of the 
tiver, followed by seven lean ones, 
which devoured the fat ones. This 
dream was followed by another in 
which he saw seven ears of corn 
come up on one stalk, rank and 
good, only to be devoured by seven 
thin ones. These dreams produced 
uneasiness in Pharaoh’s mind. Being 
thus troubled over them he sent jor 
the magicians and wise men of Egypt 
to interpret them to him, Upon their 
failure to interpret them, the chicf 
| butler calls to mind the prisoner who 
jhad interpreted his dreams two years 
before. Pharaoh hastily brings Jos- 
eph from prison and _ places his 
‘dreams before him. Joseph disclaim- 
led wisdom for himseif, but confident- 
‘ly asserted his faith in the wisdom ot 
God. God is pleased with those who 
will thus lean upon him in the cru- 
cial hour, and will never disappoint 
them James 1:5). Little did Jos- 
eph’s brethren, the Ishmaclites, who 
carried him into Egypt, or Potiphar, 
whose slave he became, realize what 
the future would bring to him, —His 
years of suffering and waiting were 
part of God’s plan for his discipline

He explained, 
also, that almost all the states are 
mixed, from the point of nationality, 
From the west of Europe to the east, 
this is found to be true, and the far- 
ther east one goes the more mixed 
do the states become. Austria is 
the inmost mixed of all the states. 
There is no Austrian language, but 
there are nine languages, and six 
smaller nations or remnants of na- 
tio In all of Germany there are 
eigh? nationalities besides the Ger- 
cans, who have been independent, 
and who have their own literature. 
Turkey is an anomaly, a combination 
of yarious nations overthrown and 
kept down. 

Since the eighteenth century, Pro- 
fessor Masaryk said, ther has been 
a continuing strong movement from 
each nation to have its own state. 
Because of the mixed peoples, there 
is much confusion. There are Ru- 
manians in Austria, but there is a 
kingdom of Rumania. There are 
Southern Slavs, but there are also 
Serbia and Montenegro. It is natural 
that the Southern Slavs should want 

' to be united as one state. So it is 
with Italy. The readjustment is go- 
ing on in Europe, and divided nations 
are tobe reunited. Why should Po- 
land be separated in three parts to 
serve the dynasties of Prussia, Rus- 
sia and Austria?

It will take 36,000 bushels of wheat 
to secd this land.

Airmen Did Not Allow Single Turk 
Plane to Arise 

London. The detailed story which 
has just reached here of General Al- 
lenby’s great advance in Palestine 
shows that the airplane played a big 
part in the operations Which led to 
the taking of Nazareth. 

The chief object of the airmen 
was to prevent the Turks from gain- 
ing knowledge of important cavalry 
movements, Big bombing machines 
temained throughout the night of 
September 18 over the principal 
Turkish airdrome at Jenin, which 
was subjected to a constant rain of 
explosives, tremendous damage being 
caused, 

At daybreak the airmen’s methods 
became sensational. Fast machines 
in pairs, each carrying a number of 
twenty-pound bombs, “sat” over Je- 
nin all day, each pair being rclicved 
at pre-arranged intervals. Any move- 
ment in the airdrome brought a bomb 
and the enemy did not get a single 
machine off the ground, thereby per- 
mitting the British cavalry to execute 
its critical turning movement without 
being observed. The result was that 
Nazareth was entered at 3 o'clock 
next morning.
